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Fire fighters question lack of pay raises

Part-time firefighters from 
Irvine’s fire department addressed 
the Irvine City Council about pay 
raises—or lack thereof—at Monday 
night’s council meeting. 

Tim Riddell, who has worked 
part-time for the fire department 
for 14 years, said he has only 
received one pay raise--from $7.25 
to $7.50 an hour--in all those years. 

He questioned why an employee 


for the street department should be 
hired on at better pay than one for 
the fire department. 

Riddell said that street 
department employees require no 
specialized training while the fire 
department has “tons of specialized 
equipment to maintain.” 

Chris Neal, also a fire department 
employee, inquired about the last 
pay scale approved by the council 
in 2010. He said it stated that 
“any” employee should receive at 


least minimum wage and a 2% pay 
increase every year, not just full¬ 
time employees. 

Mayor Ernest Farmer said the 
council has taken on paying for 
trainings and uniforms over the 
past few years. He said he thinks 
the current council has “moved the 
fire department along.” 

Land owners in the Kirkland 
Avenue area were again in 
attendance at the meeting and had 
additional questions about why 


they are now being billed at the city 
tax rate, when they typically have 
not been. 

Dwight Arvin, former Estill 
County Judge-Executive, said 
he has owned the property on 
Kirkland since 1963 and has never 
been billed for city taxes until this 
year. 

J.R Martin said this is the third 
time he’s been billed over a period

of several years. 

County Attorney Rodney 
Davis said that he has 
found at least five cases 
of court litigation about 
the city boundary as he’s 
looked through index cards 
referencing records from 
1913 to 1984. He said he 
has asked for those files 
from state archives but 
doesn’t know how long it 
will take to get them. 

Where the city boundary 
actually is still remains in 
question. 

Councilwoman Janice 
Bush wondered what 
prompted the tax bills to be 
sent out back in March in 
the first place. 

Mayor Farmer sad the bills 
came out of city hall. He 
said he called the P.V.A., 
who said he thought the 
properties were in the 
county. 

Farmer said he thought 
they were in the city based 
on the map in City Hall. 

“If they are in the city, 
we’re not doing the rest of 
the citizens right,” he said. 
Davis again emphasized 
that the “city cannot zone 
out existing use.” 

The properties have long 
been used for agricultural 
purposes, and much of it is 
in a flood plain. 

In new business, the Irvine 
City Council approved “for 
the umpteenth time,” as 
one of the council members 
put it, a memorandum for 
the settlement agreement

between Irvine Municipal

A first reading of the 
pay scale ordinance was 
approved, with the council 
agreeing to take a closer 
look at the wording of it.

Smith said that the first 
quarter is not complete yet, 
but from the regulatory 
fees from the first store, 
he estimated it was about 
$4,200 for the month of 
August.

The ladies’ auxiliary 
worked all morning 
preparing chicken and 
dumplings, dressing, 
meatloaf, mashed potatoes, 
and various casseroles, 
salads and desserts. 

The veterans were 
encouraged to take all the 
leftovers with them. 

Mimi Sparks Tucker, 
president of the auxiliary, 
said she made four extra 


pans of brownies to send 
with the group. She said 
the auxiliary also supplies 
them with four or five 
pounds of sliced bologna 
to take back, something 
they aren’t fed at the VA 
hospital but like to eat on 
occasion. 

Mimi’s mother, Sue 
Sparks, said her daughter 
has enjoyed feeding people 
since before she was grown. 

Sue remembers Mimi 
asking “what are you going 
to have for supper?” back 
when Sue was working 
and Mimi was in about the 
eighth grade. 

Many times, Sue said, 
Mimi had the evening meal 
on the table by the time she 
got home. 

To this day, Mimi loves 
to feed her family. She 
often cooks for the whole 
family, about 10 of them, 
three or four times a week. 
Sue says she frequently 
prepares meals for her to 
warm up later. 

Mimi’s husband Bud and 
some of his friends grow a 


lot of produce, and Mimi 
and her friends spend a 
lot of time canning and 
preserving. 

After all the veteran’s 
are fed, the cooking crew 
sat down to eat their 
own lunch. They take 
their time, knowing the 
Ladies’ Auxilary, with its 
“90-something members,” 
has a large enough force 
to provide a clean up crew 
that will come and wash 
all the dishes and put the 
kitchen back in order. 

Many of the members 
are in their golden years, 
but a few younger women 
are beginning to take a 
part, which Louise Neal, a 
member for 27 years, said 
is a good thing, because 
“some of us older ones are 
wearing out.” 

The luncheon isn’t the 
only time the Ladies’ 
Auxiliary cooks. They plan 
get-togethers for many of 
the holidays, including 
their annual oyster supper 
in November.

GEAR UP has helped 
provide funding for iPads 
for first middle school 
students, then high school 
ones, (about $12,000 each), 
as well as a $5000 grant for 
the lego and robotics team. 

A college coach was 
also provided through 
AmeriCorps, which Flynn 
said has helped with 
improvement in MAP 
testing scores. 

He also said GEAR 
UP provides students 
with invaluable exposure 
to different cultural 
experiences. 

Before the board tackled 
the agenda, board member 
Jon Bickneli said ,Aulots of 
people,Au have told him to 
ask the board to request a 
state audit. 

Board member Amy 
Thomas said such an audit 
would cost $50,000, and

Columnist disagrees with Waters’ 

approach to history

In his recent column in the 
Citizens Voice and Times “Don’t 
Know Much About History- Don’t 
Take This Class!” Jim Waters 
makes some bold statements 
while criticizing the new history 
Advanced Placement U.S History 
course. President George W. Bush 
made some headlines when he 
said, “ultimately, history will judge 
the decisions I made; I won’t be 
around because it will take time 
for the objective historians to show 
up.” He received a lot of press over 
his quotable outpourings but very 
rarely the important, or rather 
interesting, ones. 

A tacit understanding that 
history’s judgments change, not just 
with ideology, but with time and 
perspective is very important for a 
number of reasons. In his column, 
Waters argued that the recent 
changes to the history curriculum 
were created by the “agenda” of 
an American despising crowd of 
revisionists’ from the left, of course. 
Waters is, I suppose, advocating 
a move, or a move back, to a 
truer and ‘real’ history- one kept 
in a permanentstasis that never 
changes. It doesn’t exist. History has 
always and will always be a matter 
of perspective. But the perspective 
that is most accurate, useful, or 


relevant is what changes more often 
than the ‘agenda of anyone involved 
in teaching it. 

If I can be so bold as to use a 
quote from a historian, I might 
use one from E.H Carr: “The 
best historian is the one who can 
project themselves into the future.” 
Meaning that the best work of a 
historian is that which best survives 
the perspective of future generations 
when we’re all not around anymore. 
Water’s implication is that the 
youth of today would grow up to 
be American-hating lefties if they 
weren’t taught only “the facts.” 
The facts he likes to think about, 
nothing else, is inflammatory and 
wrong. 

The suggestion that the founders’ 
intention to create a free and equal 

society was itself an act “to gain 
absolution for those transgressions” 
-those “transgressions” being 
slavery and the disposition, murder 
and destruction of countless 
Native American cultures by 
Europeans, and later by Americans, 
is just horrendous. His inability to 
understand the Founding Fathers as 
they put their names to a document 
that proclaimed all men equal and 
then set about defining who exactly 
was and was not a full man, is just 

pitiful. They, like every man, 
woman, and historian, were 
products of their own time, and 
their time’s conflicts. For, it seems, 


what Waters is really upset about 
is that the most recent perspective 
historic inquiry in ourclassrooms 
revises, in his opinion, “left” instead 
of “right.” 

This isn’t new; I had good 
teachers that taught me history, 
so I and my fellow students could 
understand and make up our own 
minds on politically motivated 
history rants. What’s perhaps more 
troubling is how he glosses over 
an actual problem. He uses the 
difficulties teachers face trying to 
meet the monolithic monster of 
“the curriculum” in an attempt to 
seemingly recruit all those of us who 
teach history into his argument. 

Yes, teachers face a lot of 
difficulties - under funding and 
a seemingly inescapable need to 
teach to the test for a start. So let’s 
talk about that! 

A good teacher has motivation 
to broaden the curriculum and let 
their students swim in the depths of 
their discipline; they do not need, 
as Waters says, encouragement to 
do this-they need the freedom to 
do it! What they need more than 
anything is to be away from conflict 
motivated only by politically 
interested parties objection to the 
perspective of their subject for their 
own political interest. 

Still, I think it is a mistake to 
wantonly call for schools to lock 
students in a ,- 


fairy tale of what we once were. It’s 
a sense of “empire loss” before the 
loss of any empire. Frankly, what we 
are now is better, in so many ways as 
to be innumerable, than during the 
Founding Fathers’ time. Who is the 
“American despising revisionist?” 
Is it those who think we’re doing 
better now, but need to do more, or 
those who want to change the way 
we teach the past so students think 
mostly good things, whether they 
would come to that conclusion on 
their own or not and help trap them 
in the consequences, still going on, 
of those old transgressions? Our 
ability to remember, not idolize 
and hold sacrosanct, our past is 
essential to not stagnating our 
future; it always has been. 

As the quote from President Bush 
suggests the implications and the 
consequences of our actions are 
not known, and we will continue 
to revise our perspective of them, 
and to learn the place of events and 
ourselves in history. As long as we 
are willing to keep changing, we may 
remember that we have not finished 
yet, and we need to keep working for 
the better. Pride insomething that 
never really existed, is worthless. 
Faith in something flawed that has 
always been improving is priceless 
and powerful. You can quote me if 
you like.

Recognizing our Vietnam War Veterans

Later this week people from across the 
Commonwealth will gather in Frankfort for 
ceremonies at the Vietnam War Memorial 
to commemorate the 50 th anniversary of 
the war fought against Communism in 
southeast Asia. The event is one of nearly 
1,000 being held across the country to 
honor and remember those who fought in 
that war. 

The 50 th anniversary of the Vietnam War 
and the subsequent events in Kentucky, 
other states and by the federal government 
came about from passage of the 

2008 National Defense Authorization 
Act, which authorized the Secretary of 
Defense to create a program that would, 
according to the group’s website, ‘thank 
and honor those veterans of the Vietnam 
War, including personnel who were held 
as prisoners of war (POW), or listed as 
missing in action (MIA), for their service 
and sacrifice on behalf of the United States 
and to thank and honor the families of 
these veterans.’ 

When the Vietnam War was at its height in 
the late 1960’s, the United States had more 
than a half-million troops committed to 
the conflict. And when the war came to an 
end in 1975, more than 58,000 Americans 
had been killed, and another 153,000 were 
wounded. The soldiers who fought in 
Vietnam saw combat action an average of 
240 days in year, compared to only 40 days 


in four years for infantry fighting in the 
Pacific campaign during World War II. 

At that time the Vietnam War was not 
a popular war, and many of our troops 
returning home were not given the 
recognition, support, and thanks due to 
them. But as the decades have passed, our 
nation and our people have begun the long 
overdue task of recognizing the service and 
sacrifice of our military in Vietnam. 

Recently the White House honored 
two veterans for their actions during 
the Vietnam War by awarding them the 
Congressional Medal of Honor, including 
Army Command Sgt. Maj. Bennie Adkins 
of Alabama, who was recognized for his 
actions and bravery during an assault by 
North Vietnam troops on Camp A Shau 
in March 1966, and Army Spc. Donald 
P. Sloat of Oklahoma who saved the lives 
of his troops when he used his body to 
cover a grenade. Sgt. Maj. Adkins and Spc. 
Sloat are two of the now 256 members of 
the armed services who been award the 
Congressional Medal of Honor for actions 
in combat during the Vietnam War. 

It is essential we continue to honor 
those who served our country in Vietnam 
between 1955 and 1975. As of 2010, nearly 
1,700 Americans are still listed as missing 
in action in Vietnam, and we never forget 
the sacrifice they and their families made 
for our nation. Honoring the actions of 
our Vietnam War veterans, both living and 
deceased, is long overdue.

Witching for watery Once a valuable 

skill-or was it a gift?

Turn on the faucet and 
clean, refreshing, life-giving 
water flows. We even tend to 
take our easy access to water 
for granted and waste it. In 
the ‘good old days’, people 
never had the convenience 
of running water at their 
fingertips. Providing water 
for the household was a 
daily arduous chore. That is 
one reason the early settlers 
built their homes near rivers, 
creeks, branches, lakes 
and springs. Kentucky has 
31 rivers and 800 smaller 
streams which make up over 
14,000 miles of running 
water—a tremendous asset for 


our state. 

The original settlers of my farm built their log cabin 
between two branches in the holler. When the Smithers 
bought the farm from the Dennis family in 1904 they built 
their house on a rise by one of the same branches. In close 
proximity to the dwellings was a rock-walled spring with 
a roof at the bottom of a hill. It may have been developed 
by the original settlers. It not only served as a source of 
potable water, but also as a refrigerator. Relatives told me 
they would keep their milk, butter, home brew and other 
perishable items at the spring. The rock-wall spring is still 
flowing although the roof and enclosure deteriorated long 
ago. Jake Rose remembers when the spring was still in use 
because he was a frequent visitor to his grandparent’s farm. 
Even during the most severe droughts the spring continues 
to flow. It is frequented mostly by the wildlife now. 

My great Aunt Rhoda Smithers told me they had 
a ‘flush toilet’ by the old house. The outhouse hung over 
the branch and whenever they received a good downpour 
of rain everything was ‘flushed’ downstream. In the early 
1900’s there was nobody living downstream from them for 
several miles. In fact today there is no residence between 
that branch and the Kentucky River. I have heard people 
jokingly say that water is purified after traveling over 23 
rocks and a goose dropping. 

The folks that did not have a convenient branch, 
creek or spring near their residence needed a well. Where 
do you begin to dig for water? That’s when they enlisted 
the services of a water witch. Some say water witching 
started in Moses’ time (Numbers 20:9-11). Others swear 
that the ancient Greeks began the practice. The first written 
record of finding water with a forked twig is in Georgius 
Agricola’s work, De re metallica, written in 1556. Despite 
scientific ridicule, divining, dowsing or witching for water 
is practiced all over the world. Water witches still flourish 
today. The term water witching was derived from the 
witch hazel—a popular divining rod of the early American 
settlers. 

Perhaps one of the best known water witches in 
the Witt Springs area was John W. Floyd (1870 - 1964). 
According to relatives he used a freshly cut peach tree 
twig to dowse for water. When the old Smithers house 
located in the holler burned in the mid-1940’s the new 
double-boxed house was built near Sand Hill Road. Uncle 
John Floyd was recruited to witch a well. He found a vein 
of water under the back porch. That was convenient. I 


wonder if he located the well location before they built the 
house. Feonard Smithers, Everett Richardson and others 
performed a lot hard work in digging the well. It must 
have been dangerous to dig nearly 20 feet into the sandy 
earth. Everett Richardson told me many years ago before 
he passed away that he set the flat rock in the bottom of 
the well. Everett added you would have thought that the 
water vein flowed to the back of the property. It didn’t. The 
water flowed towards Sand Hill Road. If you go to the other 
side of the road you will find a good spring flowing from 
the roots of a large oak tree just 50 feet from the highway. 
Clarence Rose kept a tin cup hanging on the tree so he 
could get a drink when working his nearby field. 

The well casing still rises through the decking of 
the back porch. I used that well water exclusively when I 
first came to live here in 1984. After about a year I installed 
a cistern and several years later I hooked onto the county 
water line. The well is still functional but gets very little 
use now. About two draws from the well with the narrow 
3 foot well bucket will fill a 5 gallon bucket. At one point I 
installed an old fashioned pitcher pump on top of the well 
casing to facilitate the drawing of the water. Since a hand 
pump can only lift water a maximum of 25 feet, it took a 
strong arm to pump the water. 

The water has a very good taste. I suppose all the sand 
that the rain is filtered through cleans it of impurities. Lucy 
Rose would have me to fill gallon milk jugs with my well 
water to use as drinking water. Lucy did not like the taste 
of “city water”. Lucy had a shallow surface well on her back 
porch but the water had a lot of minerals in it. Clarence 
had it tested and it contained magnesium as one of the 
minerals. My grandmother, Ruby Dickerson, had me to 
fill jugs with Lucy’s well water. Grandma drank a big glass 
of it every morning which acted as a laxative. One time I 
filled Lucy’s jugs with city water instead of my well water. I 
thought she probably would not know the difference. She 
soon asked me if I filled those jugs with city water because 
it did not taste like my well water. I got caught! You could 
not fool Lucy. Her mind was very sharp until she passed 
away. 

My grandparents’ house was located on the corner 
of the Smithers farm. The original water source for it was 
a good spring about 100 feet from the back of the house. It 
too flowed from the roots of a huge oak tree. Grandpa had 
set a 4-foot long concrete pipe which was 18” in diameter 
upright in that spring. The pipe stayed full of water which 
was carried by buckets to the house as needed. When 
they finally received electric service Grandpa pumped 
the water from the spring to the house. That must have 
been a problem in the cold weather months. Eventually 
he built a cistern and extended the basement to enclose it. 
The cistern was not very large and probably went dry in 
times of drought. Grandpa enlisted Uncle John Floyd to 
witch him a well near the house. Uncle John told him he 
had a vein of water under his cistern. Grandpa evidently 
had a great deal of faith in Uncle John’s skill as a dowser. 
He drained the cistern, took the floor out, dug down to 
the vein of water, brought the casing pipe up through the 
cistern, and replaced the floor. With that accomplished he 
installed a valve so he could pump from the cistern or the 
well as he chose. 

Hazel (Webb) Floyd told me that Uncle John Floyd 
witched the well at the Witt Springs Schoolhouse. Uncle 
John and Hazel’s grandfather, Jeff Davis Warner, dug the 
well. It must have been in the early 1900’s or before when

this well was put into service. I remember seeing the old 
pump in the schoolhouse yard when the school was still 
standing. 

Bertie (Hawkins) Floyd has a well casing in 
her front yard. I asked her if Uncle John had found that 
well. Bertie replied that her husband, Herman Floyd, had 
witched that well. He used a fresh cut peach twig like Uncle 
John used. Herman is the grandson of John W. Floyd. 
Apparently the gift of witching wells had been passed on 
to Herman. Bertie was very kind in letting me copy some 
pictures of Uncle John and sharing family stories with me. 

Some say that the witching of wells borders on 
the occult. There seems to be many, many examples that 
it does work if you have the gift. I will have to add that it 
would not be difficult to find water under the knob where 
the Smithers house sits today. There are springs flowing 
out of the ground in 5 or 6 locations within 500 feet of 
the old house. When they dug the basement of our new 
house they discovered a spring in the front corner of the 
excavation. That water flows through the foundation drain 
to its final destination over the hillside. My great Aunt 
Rhoda Smithers said there use to be a pond behind the new 
Smithers house. In early times whenever all the branches 
dried up in the summer, Aunt Rhoda had to pack the 
clothes up the hill to wash them in that pond. It always had 
water in it. We seem to be sitting on a large pool of water. I 
suppose there is a potential for a sink hole to develop. The 
thought of that will keep Bonnie awake at night. It used 
to worry her mother when I teasingly would mention the 
potential of a lake under the house. 

When you reach for that water faucet think of the time 
consuming hard work our forefathers endured to have 
access to water. They certainly never wasted a drop.

eerie feeling. On a cool 

Thursday morning in late May, I began the day as I 
usually begin a Thursday morning. For me, Thursday 
is laundry day. So, I gathered what needed to be laun¬ 
dered and took the basket to the laundry room. 

As I began the usual process of taking items from the 
laundry basket and throwing them into the washer, I 
glanced out the window, and what I saw startled me. 

I saw something white, and my first thought was: “It’s 
late in May, and it’s not cold. Did it snow last night?” 
A second iook, a little more than a glance, was more 
revealing, and it changed things. The area outside the 
window was white, but what I thought was snow was 
nothing more than some little white stones that had 
ben used in landscaping to keep the weeds and grass 
from growing near the house. 

At first, I passed that experience off as something of 
little significant. Then I began to think: Too often im¬ 
portant decisions in life---a relationship with anoth¬ 
er person, a vocational choice, a business decision, a 
change in one’s professional career, and many others-- 
-can be made on nothing more than first impressions. 

But as I discovered that Thursday morning in a 
somewhat amusing way, first impressions are not al¬ 
ways correct, and if allowed to become dominating 
influences, they can lead to wrong decisions. About 
370 B.C., Plato, the well-known Greek philosopher, 
had Phaedrus, in a dialogue, say, “Things are not al¬ 
ways what they seem; the first appearances deceive 
many.” But after a second look, “The intelligence of a 
few perceives what has been carefully hidden.” 

In every situation, a second look is important. It can 
move one to better things. Christopher Reeve put it 
this way: “So many of our dreams at first seem impos¬ 
sible, then they seem improbable, and then, when we 
summon the will, they soon become inevitable.” 


Seventy is the new 50 


Seventy is the new 50, but some 
seniors feel like they are 40 years 
old again, according to the Asso¬ 
ciation of Mature American Cit¬ 
izens. For one thing, people are 
not only living longer these days, 
they’re living healthier, more active 
lives and so the concept of retire¬ 
ment is changing.

A survey commissioned by Charles 
Schwab & Co. also showed that the 
older you are, the happier you are 
on the job. The poll found that 
“a significantly higher percentage 
of 60-somethings than 50-some- 
things say they don’t plan to stop 
working (34 percent vs. 25 percent, 
respectively).” 

Of course, the main reason keep 
working past what used to be the 
retirement age of 65 is the money it 
provides, but a great many of them 
do it for the “psychic income’-they 


like what they do.

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Scouting for a successful deer hunt 



FRANKFORT, Ky. - Work, family and school 
commitments can leave little free time in a day, but hunters 
can help themselves by carving out some time to scout an 
area. 

Kentucky’s archery season for deer is underway with the 
crossbow, youth-only firearm, muzzleloader and modern 
gun deer seasons still to come. So there’s time to find a 
place to hunt and scout it. 

“I think it increases your odds of success and your 
chances for a big deer,” said Chad Miles, an 
avid deer hunter and executive director of the 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife Foundation. 

Studying topographical maps and satellite 
imagery is a good first step to learning the lay 
of the land and scouting more efficiently. But 
there’s no substitute for personal experience; 
walking the terrain; seeing where the deer bed, 
what’s available for them to eat and what routes 
they travel. 

“If you can spend enough time at the property, 
know how deer move through it,” said David 
Yancy, deer biologist with Kentucky Department 
of Fish and Wildlife Resources. “Where are the 
chokepoints? Know the creek drainage pattern. 

The low spot on the ridgeline? That’s where 
they’re going to cross because it’s less effort. 

Those kinds of things are important during gun 
season.” 

Miles prefers scouting around midday and 
no closer than two weeks before he plans to 
hunt. Any later risks spooking the deer. To limit 


for bottleneck areas where you’ve got thickets near fence 
lines that connect forage areas,” Miles said. “Big deer are 
going to do their absolute best to remain out of sight as 
much as they can until the rut makes them crazy. They’re 
going to slip through those little areas where they’re going 
to be visible the least amount of time. I’m looking for those 
types of areas if I’m scouting for gun season.” 

A handheld Global Positioning System (GPS) is a handy 
tool that can help a hunter keep track of these key spots

that big deer,” Miles said. 

On wildlife management areas and Otter Creek Outdoor 
Recreation Area, hunters may use a portable stand or 
climbing device as long as it does not injure a tree. Nails, 
spikes, screw-in devices, wire or tree climbers cannot be 
used to attach a tree stand or climb a tree. Portable stands 
may not be placed in a tree more than two weeks before 
opening day and must be removed within a week after the 
last day of each hunting period. The hunter’s name and 
address should be clearly marked on the portable 
and.

After the rut, available food sources and cover become all- 
important. 

“If you’re not hunting big, timbered areas, you’re looking 


and potential tree stand locations. 

When considering a stand location, note the wind 
direction. This is easily accomplished with wind direction 
powder or by simply crumbling a dried leaf and tossing it 
into the air. Checking the weather online the day of a hunt 
can help determine where to set up. 

“The quicker you can get to that stand and get your scent 
off the ground and create as little disturbance as possible,

acting as “victims.” 

Kentucky recorded 14 farming-related 
fatalities in 2013, down from 22 in 2011 
and 50 in 1995. On a percentage basis, 
farming remains one of the most dangerous 
occupations in the nation, according to the 
National Institute for Occupational Safety 
and Health. ATV safety has emerged as a 
major issue in Kentucky; the Consumer 
Product Safety Commission reported that 
Kentucky was third in the nation with 119 
ATV-related fatalities from 2009-2012. 

The Farm and Home Safety Program 
travels all over Kentucky to deliver farm 
and ATV safety demonstrations and to 


spread awareness of how to stay safe when 
working and playing on the farm. The 
program operates a one-of-a-kind rollover 
tractor simulator that demonstrates how a 
rollover protective structure (ROPS) and 
seat belt can save a tractor operator from 
injury or death in the event of a rollover. 
The program also uses a miniature grain 
bin and gravity wagon to show the risk of 
becoming trapped in grain, and a power- 
take-off (PTO) demonstration apparatus 
that demonstrates the dangers of getting 
caught in a moving PTO, which is a rapidly 
rotating drive shaft used to power farm 
implements.
